Shot Twice While Aiding the Wound- 


ed, the Brave Lad Continued Hla* 


Work of Mercy. 


Angers, France (Marne et Loire).— 


Lying in the military hospital here re- 
covering from severe wounds Is the 
hero of one of the moot wonderful sto- 
ries of self-sacrifice of the war. He is 
Jean Berger, eighteen years old, a pri- 
vate in the Second regiment of Infan- 
try. 


Berger, who is of Alsatian origin, 


says nothing of himself, but his com- 
rades tell this story of his achieve- 
ment: 


During one of the engagement* ot 


the battle of the Marne a day of fu- 
rious fighting was succeeded by a 
relatively calm night, Berger, who had 
gone unscathed through several days 
of hard fighting, was crossing the bat- 
tlefield covered with French, British 
and German dead, when he found bis 
own colonel wounded. 


He started to carry the officer to the 


rear. As he did so a wounded British 
officer, said to be of the Grenadier 
corps, called to Berger that Be was 
thirsty. Berger carried his officer to 
safety and returned with a flask ot 
wine to the place where the English- 
man was lying. 


Bullets were whining about him by 


this time. He was raising the English- 
man's head to enable him to drink 
when a bullet took away three finger* 
of his hand. Although suffering In- 
tense pain the French soldier retained 
his hold of the flask and placed it to 
the Englishman's Ups. 


A second bullet entered Berger'* 


back and came out above the groin. 
He fell groaning to the ground and th* 
two men lay sld« by side. They heard 
a German soldier calling feebly tor 
help. 


Berger and the Englishman man- 


aged to crawl to the side of th* 
wounded German and forced wine and 
water down his throat. The effort ex- 
hausted them and they fainted. Whom 
the> recovered consciousness the Oaf 
man was dead. The night was tar ad- 
vanced. They lay on the sodden field 
until dawn was heralded by shriek!** 
•hells telling that the battle had boa* 
resumed.

went away from there and that about 
ten o'clock that evening the Ameri- 
can ambulance corps in Paris got word 
that there was need for them at 
Meaux.
